G.S.R. 770.— In exercise of the powers conferred b,y 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all 
other powers enabling him in this behalf and in super- 
session of the General Central Services Class I 
(Director of Accounts) Recruitment Rules, 1958 and 
the Posts and Telegraphs Chief Accounts Officers 
(Recruitment) Rules, 1968, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the Indian Posts and Telegraphs 
Accounts and Finance Service, Class I, namely; — 


Part L — General 

1. Short tide and commencement. — (1 ) These rules 
may be called th e Indian Posts) and Telegraphs Accounts 
and Finance Service Class I (Recruitment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come Into force on such date as the 
Central Government may by notification In the Official 
Gazette, appoint. 

2, Definitions. — In these rules, unles s the context 
otherwise requires— 

(a) “appointed day” means th fi dat e on which 
these rules come into force; 

(b) “approved service” In relation to any grade of 
the service means th e period or periods of ser- 
vice in that grade rendered after selection for 
a long-term appointment in that grade and 
includes any period or periods — 

(i) taken into account for purposea of seniority 
in the case of those persons appointed 
before th e appointed day; 
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(il) during which an officer would have held a us Members, to determine the suitability of Depart- 
duty post in that grade, but for his being mental officers for appointment to the different grades 

on leave or otherwise being not available and to prepare an order of preference for each grade 

for holding such posts; for the initial constitution of the Service. 


(c) “Commission’’ means the Union Public Ser- 
vice Commission; 

(d) “Departmental Officer” means a person who 
has been appointed before the appointed day, 
In a regular manner in accordance with the ap- 
proved method of recruitment to any of the 
posts specilied in Schedule I to these rules, 

(e) “examination” meatis the combined competi- 
tive examination held by the Commission tor 
recruitment to Central Service Class I and 
Class II; 

(f) “Government” means the Central Government; 

(g) “grade” means a grade specified in rule 3; 

(h) “Schedule Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” 
shall have the same meanings as are assigned 
to them bv clauses ( 24 ) and (2b) respectively 
of article 366 of the Constitution; 

(i) “Service” mean s the Indian Posts and Tele- 
graphs Accounts and Finance Service Cla^s I 
constituted under rule 3. 

6. Constitution of the Sennces.— (1) As from the 
appointed day, there shall be constituted a Service to 
be known as the Indian Posts and Telegraphs Accounts 
and Finance Service, Class I. 

(2) The Service shall consist of — 

(i) persons appointed to the Service at the initial 
constituted under rule 5; and 

(II) persons appointed to the Service after such 
constitution in accordance with the provisions 
of these rules. 

(3) There shall be the following grades in the 
service, namely,; — 

(i) Junior Time Scale Rs. 400-4 oo-45o-3o-6oo- 

35-6o-EB-35-95°- 

( 11 ) Senior Time Scale Rs. 700-40-H00-JO/2-1250 

(iii) Junior Administrative Rs. 1300-60-1600. 

Grade. 

(iv) Senior Ad — inistrutive Rs. 1800-100-2000-125- 

Gardo. 2250. 


4. Authorised permanent strength and temporary 
strength of the Service.— (1) The authorised permanent 
strength and temporary strength of the various grades 
on the appointed day shall be as specified in Schedule 

II. 

(2) After the appointed day, the authorised permanent 
strength of the various grades shall be such as may, 
from time to time, b e determined by the Government. 

(3) The authority competent to make an appointment 
to a grade may make temporary additions to the grade 
as it may deem necessary 1 from time to time subject to 
any general or special orders that may be issued by 
the President. 

5, Initial constitution of the Service. — (l) The Coin- 
mission shall constitute a Selection Committee with the 
Chairman or a Member of the Cornmia-uon as President 
and not more than three representatives of the Minis- 
try of Communications (Posts and Telegraphs Board) 


(2) To the extent, the Departmental officers holding 
posts in substantive capacity are not recommended for 
appointment to tile Service, the posts shall be excluded 
from the Service till such officers, hold lien on such 
posts. 

(3) On receipt of th e report of the Selection Com- 
mittee, the Commission shall forward its recommenda- 
tions to the Government and such recommendations 
may include a recommendation that a person considered 
suitable for appointment to a grade may, if a sufficient 
number of vacancies aro not available in thnt grade, 
be appointed to a lower grade. 


Paht II — Method Of recruitment after the initial 
constitution of the Services 


6. Method of recruitment. — (1) After the initial 
constitution of the Service recruitment to the Service 
shall be made by any of the following methods, 
namely: — 

(a) by a competitive examination held in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Part 111 of these rules. 

(b) by promotion in accordance with th e provision 
of Part IV of these rules, 

(c) by deputation in accordance with the provisions 
of Part V of these rules. 

(2) Recruitment to the Junior Time Scale of the 
Service shall be made as under — 

(a) fifty per cent of th e permanent vacancies in 
the Junior Time Scal e of the Service shall be 
filled by direct recruitment in accordance with 
th, 3 provisions of Part III of these rules, and 
the remaining fifty per cent permanent vacan- 
cies shall be filled by substantive appointment 
of temporary officers of Junior Time Scale of 
the Service who are approved for substantive 
appointment to that grade m the order of their 
Seniority; 

(b) temporary vacancies in the Junior Time Scale 
of the Servic e shall be filled by promotion in 
accordance with the provisions of Part IV of 
these rules. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of these rules, the 
Government shall determine the method or methods 
ot recruitment to be adopted for the purpose of 
Ailing any particular vacancy or vacancies in the 
Service as may be required to be filled during any 
particular period of recruitment and the number of 
persons to be recruited by each method. 

7. Appointment to the Service. — (1) All appoint- 
ments to the Service after the initial constitution shall 
be made by the Government. 

(2) Initial appointment of persons recruitment to 
the Service under Clause (a) of sub- rule (1) of rule 0 
shall be in the Junior Time Scale of the Service. 

(3 Appointments to the Service shall be subject to 
orders regarding special representation in the Servioe 
for specific classes or categories of persons issued by 
the Government from time to time. 
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Part III — Recruitment by competitive examination 

8. Holding of examination. — (1) Ati examination tor 
recruitment to Service shall be held at such intervals 
as the Government may, in consultation with the 
Commission, from time to time, determine. 

(2) The examination shall be conducted by the Com- 
mission in the manner notified by the Government 
from time to time. 

(3) (a) The dates on which and the places at which 
the examination shall be held shall be prescribed in 
the notice issued by the Commission, (b) Every such 
notice shall, as far as possible, specify the number 
of vacancies to be tilled on the results of the 
examination. 

9. Form of making application.— A candidate shall 
apply for admission to the examination before such 
date, in such manner and in such form as the Com- 
mission may prescribe 

Provided that in the case of a candidate who is in 
the permanent or temporary service of th e Govern- 
ment or of any State Government, the application for 
admission to the examination shall be sent tluough the 
head of the department or office in which he is 
serving. 

10. Conditions of eligibility — In order to be eligible 
to compete at the examination, a candidate must satisfy 
the following conditions, namely; — 

(1) Nationality.— (a) A candidate must be a citizen 
of India; or (b) belong to such categories of persons as 
may, from time to time, be notified in this behalf by 
the Government; 

(2) Age. — A candidate must have attained the age of 
24 years on the 1st day of August of the year in which 
the examination is held: 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed 
in respect of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, and such other cate- 
gories of persons as may, from time to time, be notified 
in this behalf by th e Government, to be extent and 
subject to the conditions notified in respect of each such 
category. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 

PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED 

(3) Educational Qualifications. — A candidate must 
held a degree of (a) a University incorporated by an 
Act of th e Central or of a Stale Legislature in India, 
or (b) an educational Institution established by an Act 
of Parliament or declared to be deemed as Universi- 
ties under section 3 of the University Grants Commis- 
sion Act, 1956 (3 of 1956), or (c) a foreign University 
approved by the Government from time to time, (d) 
or possess a qualification which has been recognised by 
the Government for the purposes of admission to the 
examination: 

Provided that, — 

(a) in exceptional cases, the Commission may treat 
as educationally qualified a candidate who, 
though not possessing the qualification pres- 
cribed in this clause, has passed examinations 
conducted by other institutions of a standard 
which in the opinion oi the Commission justi- 
fies his admission to the examination; 

(b) a candidate who L otherwise qualified but has 
taken a degree bom a ioreign University, which 
i s not approved bj th a Government, may also 
be admitted to the examination at the discre- 
tion of the Comim-sion; and 

(c) a candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion, the passing o, wlwn would lender him 
eligible to appear at the examination conducted 


under these rules, may apply for admission to 
the said examination. A candidate who in- 
tends to appear at such a qualifying examina- 
tion may also aopiv provided the qualifying 
examination is completed belor e the commence- 
ment of the examination conducted under t he c e 
rules. Such candidates may be admitted to the 
examination conducted under these rules, it 
otherwise eligible, but th-a admission would be 
deemed to be provisional and subject to can- 
cellation If the candidate docs not produce 
proof of having passed th e examination as soon 
as possible and in any case not later than 
two months after the commencement of the 
examination. 

(4) Attempts at the examination 

Unless covered by any of the exceptions that may, 
from time to time, be notifleu by the Govern- 
ment in this* behalf, e candidate should not 
already have competed more than once at the 
examination held after the 1st January, 1901. 

Note 1. 

A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at 
tha examination once for all the Services/ 
posts ordinarily covered by the examination If 
he competes for any one or more of the Ser- 
vices/posts. 

Note 2- 

A candidate shall be deemed to hate competed at 
th e examination if he appears in any ol the 
subjects prescribed for the examination. 

(5) Fees. A candidate must pay the fee pxescrib- 
ed by the Commission unless exempted there- 
from or granted concession thercoi in accord- 
ance with the exemptions or concessions in 
tins respect notified by the Government from 
time to time. 

11. Attempt to influence.— Any attempt on the past 
of candidate to obtain support for his candidature by 
any means may be held by the Commission to disqualny 
him for admission to the examination. 

12. Decision of the Commission to be Anal in regard 
to admission to examination. 

The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the exa- 
mination shall be final and no candidate to whom a 
certificate of admission has not been issued by the 
Commission shall be admitted to the examination. 

13. Penalty for misconduct. — A candidate who is or 
has beep declared by the Commission guilty or imper- 
sonation or of submitting fabricated document or docu- 
ments which have been tampered with or of making 
statements which are incorrect or fal=,e or of suppres- 
sing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or Improper means ior obtaining ad- 
mission to the examination or of using or attempting 
to use unfair means in the examination hall or ol mis- 
behaviour in the examination hall or being found to 
have in hi s possession, or accessible to him unauthoris- 
ed papers, book, notes or the iike in the examination 
hall may, in addition to rendering himself liable to cri- 
minal prosecution- 

fa) bg debarred permanently or for a specified 
period; 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of 
candidates; and 

(ii) by the Government from employment under 
it; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the ap- 
propriate rules, if he is already in service 
under Government. 
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14. Preparation of list of successful candidates: 

(1) After every examination, candidates shall be ar- 
ranged hy the Commission in the order o£ merit as dis- 
closed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate; and in that order so many candidates as aie 
found by the Commission to be qualified by the exami- 
nation shall be recommended for appointment upto the 
number of unreserved vacancies decided to be filled 
on the results of the examination. 

(21 Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the 
number of vacancies reserved for th Scheduled Cattes 
and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis 
of the general standard, be recommended by the Com- 
mission by a relaxed standard to make up the defici- 
ency in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these 
candidates for selection to the service irrespective of 
their ranks in the order of merit at the examination: 

Provided that if a sufficient number of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
is not available to fill all the vacancies reserved for 
them in, accordance with the orders of the Government 
issued in this behalf from tim e to time, the unfilled 
vacancies shall be filled in tha manner prescribed by 
the Government. 

15. Medical examination. — No candidate shall be ap- 
pointed to the Service who atter such medical exami- 
nation as the Government may prescribe, is not found 
to be in good mental or bodily health and free from 
any mental or physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of the duties of the Service. 

16. Inclusion In the list of successful candidates 
confers no right to appointment; 

The inclusion of a candidate’s name in the list of 
successiul candidates conters no right to appointment 
unless the Government is satisfied after such inquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate is 
suitable in all respects for appointment to the Service. 


Part IV. —Appointment by promotion 


17. Appointment by promotion to the various grades: 

After the initial constitution of the Service, appoint- 
ment to various grades shall be made as follows, — 

(i) Junior Time Scale . — Appointment by promotion 
to the Junior Time Scale in the Service shall be made 
by selection on merit from amongst officers of the 
Posts and Telegraphs Accounts and Finance Service 
Class II, with not less than seven years’ approved 
service in the grade on the recommendation of a 
duly-constituted Deuartmental Promotion Committee 
and in consultation with the Commission. 

(ii) Seni&r Time Scale . — Appointment to the Senior 
Time Seal© in the Service shall be made by promotion 
of officers in the Junior Time Scale, with not less than 
6 vears service in the grade, in the order of seniority 
subject to the rejection of the unfit; 

Provided that officers of the Posts and Telegraphs 
Accounts and Finance Service, Ciasa II, including those 
promoted to Junior Time Scale under clause (i), may 
be allowed to officiate in the Senior Time Scale till such 
time a s officers of the Junior Time Scale are available 
for regular promotion to Senior Time Scale. 

(iii) Junior Administrative Grade . — Appointment to 
the Junior Administrative Grade in th e Service shall 
be made by selection on merit from amongst officers 
of the Senior Time Scale In the Service with not lets 
than five years approved service in the grade on tha 
recommendation of a duly-constituted Departmental 
Prromotion Committee, 


(iv) Senior Administrative Grade. — Appointment to 
the Senior Administrative Grade In the Service shall 
he made by selection o n merit from amongst officers 
of th e Junior Administrative Grade of the Service, 
with not less than three years approved service In lbs 
Grade, on the recommendation ol' a duly-constituted 
Departmental Promotion Committee. 

Part V 

18- Recruitment by deputation.-- The Government 
may, in the event of non-availability of suitable offi- 
cers at the maintenance stage by direct recruitment or 
K v promotion, bring after consulting the Commission 
officers of the appropriate grade fiom the Posts and 
Telegraphs Service failing which from the Indian 
Administrative Service, the Central Secretariat Service 
or a Central Service, Class I (Period of deputation 
ordinarily not exceeding 3 years) 

Part VI.— Miscellaneous 

19. (1) Candidates appointed to the Service either 
by selection through examination or by promotion, 
shall be on probation for a period of two years. 

Explanation. — In computing the period of two years, 
the Government: 

(i) may count any period of service in posts 

carrying equivalent or higher responsibilities, 

(ii) may count, in the case of promotes.? to any 
grade, any period of officiating service in that 

grade. 

(2) On the completion of the period of probation the 
candidates shall, if considered At lor permanent 
appointment, be confirmed in their appointment, sub- 
ject to the availability of substantive vacancies in 
permanent posts. 

(3) The Government may extend the period of pro- 
bation specified in sub-rule (1). 

(4) If, on, the expiration of the period of probation 
referred to in sub-rule (1) or of any extension thercuf 
under sub-rule (3), as the cas e may be, the Govern- 
ment Ig of opinion that a candidate is not fit tor 
permanent appointment or if at any time during such 
period of probation or extension it is satisfied that 
the candidate will not be fit for permanent appoint- 
ment on the expiration oi the period of probation or 
of extension, it may discharge or revert such candi- 
date to his substantive post or pass such orders as it 
may think fit. 

(5) During the period of probation, the candidate 
may be required by the Government to undergo such 
courses of training and instruction and to pass such 
examinations and tests as It may thins: fit, as a con- 
dition to satisfactory completion of probation. 

20. Substantive appointment In the Service.— -Ail 
substantive appointments in th e Service shall be made 
to the appropriate grade of the Service and not against 
any specified posit in that grade. 

21. Seniority. — (1) A list of members of the Service 
shall be maintained separately for earn grade in the 
order of their seniority. 

(2) The seniority of the members of the Service in 
each grade shall be determined in accordance with the 
general orders regulating seniority of Government 
employees issued by the Government from time to 
time. 

22. Liability fOr transfer. — Officers of the Service 
shall be liable for transfer anywhere in India. 

23. No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 
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(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall b e eligible for appointment to the 
Service: 


Provided that the Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to auch person and the other party to the 
marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

24. Residuary matters.— In regard to matters not 
specifically covered by these rules, or by regulations or 
orders made or issued thereunder or by special Older 
the members of the Service shall be governed by the 
rules, regulations and ordegg applicable to the Central 
Civil Services in general. 

25. Regulations and orders. — The Government may 
make regulations and issued orders, not Inconsistent 
with thes e rules, to provide for all matters for which 


provision is necessary or expedient for th epurpose of 
giving eitect to thgse ruled. 


26. Power to relax, — Where the Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order, for reasong to be recorded in writing 

in consultation with the Commission, relax any 
of tlie provisions! of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of person s or posts. 

27. Interpretation. — If any question arises relating to 
the interpretation of these rules, it shall be referred 
to the Government who shall decide the same. 

28. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall ellect re- 
servation and other concessions required to be pro- 
vided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of per- 
sons in accordance with the orders issued by the Gov- 
ernment from time to tim e in this regard.

G.S.R. 771, — In exercise of the powers confeired 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Telegraph Traffic Service Class II recruit- 
ment Rules, namely:— 

1. (l) These rules may be called the Telegraph 
Traffic Service Class II Recruitment (Amendment) 
Rules, 1972. 

(2) Rule 5 shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette and the remaining 
rules shall be deemd to have come Into force on the 
13th February. 1971. 

2. In the Telegraph Traffic Service Class II recruit- 
ment Rules (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 
in rule 1, for the words '“recruitment Rules”, the words 
and figures "Recruitment Rules, 1954" shall be 
substituted. 

3. For rule 11 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“11 (1) A candidate must have attainted the age of 
20 years and must not have attained the age 
of 26 years On the first day of August of the 
year in which the examination is held. 

(2) The upper age limit mentioned in sub-rule (1) 
may be relaxed in respect of candidate belong- 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and such other categories of persons us 
may from time to time, be notified In this 
behalf by the Central Government to the 
extent and subject to the conditions notified 
in respect of each category, 

(3) The upper age limit mentioned in sub-rule (1) 
may be relaxed up to 30 years in the case of the foll- 
owing persons, namely: — 

Note 3: — A candidate who after submitting his 
application to the Posts and Telegraphs Department 


ment. This relaxation will not be admissible 
to a probationer appointed against a perman- 
ent post in the Department during the period 
of his probation; 

(b) a candidate, who has contlnously held for a 
period of not less than two years a temporary 
post of — 

(i) Repeater Station Assistant, or 

(ii) Forman and Technical Assistant, Telegraph 
workshops, or 

(iii) Temporary Assistant Engineer Workshop, 

or 

(iv) Engineering Super /lsor, or 

(v) Workshop Supervisor, 

under the Posts and Telegraphs Department, 

Provided that no candidate ''hall be permitted under 
the relaxation of the upper age limit mentioned in 
sub-rule (3) to compete more than three times at the 
examination, 

Note 1- — If the examination held under this part is a 
combined examination for the purpose of making ap- 
pointment to more than one service or port, a candidate 
shall be deemed to have competed at the examination 
once for all the services or posts ordinarily covered 
by the examination, if he competes for any cne 
or more of the services or posts. A candidate 
shall be deemed to have competed at the examination 
if he actually appear^ in anyone or more subjects. 

Note 2, — The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the Examination under the age of concession 
mentioned in sub-rule (3) is liable to be cancelled 
if after submitting his application, he resigns from 
service or his services are terminated by hts depart- 
ment either before or after taking the examination. 
He will however, continue to be eligible if he is 
retrenched from the Service or post after submitting 
his application for the examination under this part. 

Note 3- — A candidate who, after submitting his appli- 
cation to the Posts and Telegraphs Department 
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ig transferred to other Department/Ofllce, will bo 
eligible to compete under the age concession mentioned 
in sub-rule (3) for appointments to the service, for 
which he would have been eligible but for his transfer 
provided hie application is forwarded by the Posts and 
Telegraphs Department, 

Save ag provided above, the age limits prescribed 
can in no case be relaxed." 

4 . After rul« 20 of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“20- A. Disqualification: — 

No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
Or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the Service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the perso- 
nal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 


Oxplanatory Memorandum 

For quite some time, no recruitment had been made 
to the Telegraph Traffic Service Class IX, through the 
Engineering Services Examination although the Re- 
cruitment Rules for the serv)e e provided for such direct 
recruitment. It has now been decided to revive parti- 
ally recruitment through the aforesa d examination 
starting from the 1971 examination Since, certain 
provisions in the Telegraph Traffic Service Class II 
recruitment Rules! originally published in 1954, had 
of late undergore changes, it has become necessary to 
brinr thoste provisions upto date. An announcement 
for the Engineering Servtce 9 Examination held tn 1971, 
wag made by the Union Public Service Commission on 
the 13th February, 1971, To facilitate recruitment 
through that examination-, it is necessary to give to the 
amendments relating to "Age limits", "Disqualifica- 
tion," and “Scheme of Examination” retrospective ope- 
ration from the date of the PgUp of the announcement 
of the said examination. 

2. It is hereby certified that giving retrospective 
effect to the afore-mentioned amendments would not 
prejudioially affect the right of any person, already in 
service.

G.S,R. 778, — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the All India Radio (Class I Posts) Recruit-

1, (1) These rules may be called the All India. Radio 
(Class I Posts) Recruitment (Amendment) Rule's, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the AH India Radio (Class I Posts) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1903, 

(A) for rule 5 the following rule shall be substitut- 
ed: — 

“5. Disqualification.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any Person , 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule”. 

(B) After rule 6, the following rule shall be added 
namely: — 

”7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations and other concessions required 
to be provided for candidates belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Gov- 
ernment from time to time in this regard”. 

(C) In the Schedule for Serial No. 5 and the entries; 
relating thereto, the following shall be substituted,

G.S.R. 788. — In exercise of th» powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and 
in supersession of the existing rules on the subject, 
the President hereby makes the following rules regu- 
lating the method of recruitment to the post of Super- 
intendent (Library and Research) in the Department 
of Legal Affairs 1 , Ministry of Law and Justice, name- 
ly:— 

1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the Ministry of Law and Justice (De- 
partment of Legal Affairs) Superintendent (Library 
and Research) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall com e into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Application. — These rules shall apply to the post 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these 
ryles. 

3, Number, classification and scale of pay.— The 

number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as speefled in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 
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4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other quali- 
fications,— The method of recruitment, age limit, quali- 
fications and other matters relating to the ft aid post 
shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Sche- 
dule aforesaid; 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for 
direct recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance with 
the general orders of the Central Government issued 
from time to time, 

6. Disqualification.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriaga 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered mb 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such persons and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 


6 Power to relax. — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect of any class or category or persons. 


7, Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reser- 
vations and other concessiones required to he provided 
to candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in ac- 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Gov- 
ernment from time to time in this regard.
